Temperatures dropped to six 
degrees above zero on the northern 
edge of the citrus belt and it was fear- 
ed the entire $100,000,000 orange, lemon 
and grapefruit crop would be lost if 
low temperatures continue two days 
more. 

El Centro yesterday recorded the 
lowest temperature since 1913 and it 
was predicted the mercury would drop 
to 20 degrees today. 

In the northern part of the state 
heavy snowfalls kept highway crews 
busy. A record of six feet of snow was 
reported at Badger Pass. 

Salt Lake City had its coldest day 
in 45 years when thermometers drop-
